LITTLE ROCK, Ark.-(ff-)-A gen- 


eral .increase in truck crop acreage 
throughout Arkansas this year was 
noted in the May truck crop report 
issued by C. S. Bouton, federal-state 
crop statistician. 


A preliminary survey showed 4,200 


acres planted in cantaloupes, a slight 
increase over the acreage in 1930. An 
increase in the acreage in all canta- 
loupe growing states also was shown. 


The report showed an increase of 60 


acres of cabbage in the state over last 
year's figure of 100 acres, with ship- 
ments of 27 carloads through June 6. 


A decrease was shown, however, in 


rna-i bean acreage with only 1,500 
acres reported. Total production in 
the southwest was estimated at 1,- 
602,000 bushels, a decrease of 36,000 
bushels from last year.

Haskell, the . first rubber-cored 
ball, the size most commonly used 
was above 1.70 inches In diameter 
with weight slightly above a float- 
er. 
From 1015 to 1919 various 


makes of balls were made under 
more than 15 different specifica- 
tions and it was not until the ad- 
vent of the small, heavy balls, 
which golfers ot 1918 and 1919 
found hard to get off the ground, 
(hat the ball weighing 1.62 ounces 
and 1.02 inches in diameter was 
adopted, effective May 1. 1921. 


"As early as 1924 the Royal 


and Ancient Golf Club of St. An- 
drews and the U. S. G. A. began 
experiments looking toward im- 
provements in the playing quali- 
ties of the 1.62 ball. In the judg- 
ment of sound, thoughtful observ- 
ers, this ball had automatically 
eliminated some of the best shots 
In golf, even for top-fllghf golfers.
